REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a lamp as set forth in 
Claim 1 having an interference coating with thirty-seven individual layers of Nb20 5 and 
Si0 2 . 

4. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
lamp as set forth in Claim 6 having a second coating comprised of Fe 2 0 3 and Si0 2 
layers. 

5. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
lamp as set forth in Claim 9 having a lower reflector segment provided with a coating 
which reflects near infrared radiation and is transparent to visible light. 

6. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
lamp as set forth in Claim 10 having a first and second elliptical bulbs wherein the 
second bulb is external to and surrounding the first bulb. The first bulb having a coating 
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comprised of layers of Nb 2 0 5 and Si0 2 and the second bulb having a coating comprised 
of layers of Fe 2 0 3 and Si0 2 . 

7. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
lamp as set forth in Claim 14 having a coating comprised of Fe 2 0 3 and Si0 2 layers. 

8. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
lamp as set forth in Claim 17 wherein the lamp is used for a night sight application. 

9. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
lamp as set forth in Claim 18 having a transparent coating used for substantially all 
wavelengths in the range of 800 to 100 nm.
